MT. McKINLEY IS SCALED

Explorers Ascend Alaskan Peak
for 11,000 Feet.

New York, Oct, 8. <An allempt made
by Dr. Frederick A, Cook, of Prvokiyn,
the well-known explorer, to scals Mt
McKinley In Alaska, has failed. Dr.
Cook accompanled by two or three
other men, among them a Columbia
unjversity student left this city several
montha ago and no news of the expe-
dition had been weceived untll today
when the following cablegram, signed
by the leader of the party, was receiv-
«d by the Assoclated Preas:

“Valdes Alaska, Oct, 2. The assault
upon Mt MeKinley resulted in our
making an altitude of 11,000 feet cn the
routhwestern side, At this point we
were stopped by rn impassable grante
slope which extonded 5000 feet above us
We searched the entire western side of
the mountalin for a route to the summit
which might offer a prospect of suc-
ceas, but no opportunity was found anid
the ascent from the western slope
sdems practically Impossible, On Sep-
tember 4 signs of winter were aleady
far advanced and although we should
have 1lked to search the northwestemn
ridge as well as Muldrew glacler, the
rapidly advancing scason forced us
on to a polat to where we could get out
of the country without our horses,
heretofors,it was decided to cross theMoe
Kinley range at the first northerly
break In the mountain,

Our previous travels had been aver
the trail made by the geological survey
expedition under Brooks last yvear, but
now we travelsd over unknewn terri-
tory, marching about 6 mlles north-
ward and swinging eastward in the
mountaing at every avallable opportu-
nity, We crogsed the divide September
% over n new paws at an elevation of
@00 feet and camped In the valley of
Chulitna. Our alm was to reach the
eastern slope of Mount McKinley, und,
on onr voyage out, if the geason permit
ted, o make another attack from that
side. -

A forced march wns made down the
Chul'tna, it belng necessary to ford
and swim the river many tmes; but we
worg compelled to nbandon our horses
and bulld rafts 20 mila® north of a
great glacier, The Ilatter afforded the
first easterly route Lo the greal mouns
tain peak. We explordd it and made &
rapid examination of the eastern slope,
but the rapldly approaching winter
did not permit of another attempt to
climb the mountian and with much re-

gret we wers forced to taks our rafts

Beptember 21 and to mesk the head-
waters of Cook in'et which (ay 150 miles
to the south, HBefore us waa a Journey
of 60 miles down the Chulitan river, of
which nothing wam known us to the
possibilitios of navigation en a raft,
Conniderable apprehension was felt on
thin score but the river proved navi-
gable and the expidition reached Tyon-
ek In six dayw,

The net result of the expedition was
& march of 800 milen with horses, near-
Iy 400 miles voyage in boals and rufis,
the exploration of a good deal of new
territory, the discovery of several moun
taine, glaciers and rivers. The sum-
mit of Mount McKinlzy was not posible
for us,but the membera of the expedi-
tion feel that we did all possible in the
short working season of an Alaskan
summer. BEvery member of the party
has enjoyed good health and will ntur
directly to the United States,

trip by Ralph Shinwald of Co'umbis
university and Robert Dunn.

Painters in Trouble with Man-
hattan “L' Read.

New York, Oct. 3.—Threats are be-
Ing made by the Brotherhood of Palnt-
«t8 that uniess the members of thelr
union are put back to work In the shops
of the Manhattan Elevated Rallroad,
and none but union palnters «mployed,
they will call a general strike Inivoly-
Ing employes of the system and com-
petely tylng up the road.

Jumes P, Archibald, district organi-
#er of the Brotherbood of Painters, has
announced that, at a conference at
which every branch excepl the motor-
men, who are members of the Brother-
hood of Locomotive Engineers, was rep
resented, it was agreed that unless the
Interurban Company granted a confer-
ence with the painters acd put them
back to work by next Tuesday a gen-
erul sirike will be ordered,

Frank Hadley, general superintend-
ent of the Interurhan Company, declar-
ed that the painters were not locked
out and that they have no real griev-
hnee,

“We lald off our painters last Satur-
day,” he said, “because there was no
work for them at present. The cars we
intended to have repainied we have
been obliged to put Into service on. ac=
count of a heavy fush of trafic, and as
soon as we can get at it, probably with-
in 30 days, the painters il be put back
to work. These are the exact facts of
the matter.”

Mr, Archibald insists, however, that
the men were locked out and that it
was done for the purpose of destreying
thelr unlon. “"We do not ask for more
wages or shorter hours,” said he, “but
we shall Inslst that denera]l Mensger
Dryan take the matter in hand and re-
celve a committee of our union. I
he refuses, the company must expect &
tie-up. We will bave ull the employes
except the engina drivers with us and
if they should refuse to ald us in this
fight they need never expect asslslance
from us in the future.”
